Whereas, the Pertias have determined that appropriate condition* 
exist to assure that comparable car* to comparable number* shall 
be nade available by each Party , and 

Whereas, the Military Dapartaent* of the Unitad State* DeparpMu& 
of Defense have agreed to sake available th* health car* ap*eifi#tt 
in this Agreement, aubjact to their regulations,

Health Care to be Made Availeble by th* United States 

Except a* specified in Annex » to this Agreement, the Department 
of Defense of the United States of America shall maXe available: 

a. For military force members of the Federal Republic of Germany, 
outpatient and inpatient medical and dental care in Department 
of Defense treatment facilities, and supplemental care es 
defined in paragraph 5 of Annex A to this Agreement without

cost (except for a subsistence surcharge (paragraph i of 

Annex A to this Agreement) , if applicable)* 

b. For dependents accompanying those military force members; 

(1) outpatient and inpatient medical cere in Department of 
Defense treatment facilities, end supplemental care es 
defined in paragraph 5 of Annex A to this Agreement without 
cost (except for a subsistence surcharge (paragraph 4 of 
Annex A to this Agreement) , if applicable); 

(2) dental care in Department of Defense treatment fecUities, 
without cost, to the same extent that such car* impede 
available to the dependents of United States force members. 

c. For civilian component employees , and their accompanying 
dependents f emergency care in Department of Defense treatment

Except as specified in Anne* B Ho this Agreenent, the Federal 
Minister of Defense of the Federal Republic of Germany shell make 

available: 

For United States military force members and their accompanying 
dependents* end civilian component employee! and their 
eecoapenying dependents t outpatient end inpatient medical end 
dental care in Federal Minister of Defense treatment facilities, 
and supplemental care es defined in paragraph 5 Of Annex A to this 
Agreement without cost (except for a subsistence surcharge 
(paragraph 4 of Annex A to this Agreement) , if applicable)-

Article IV 
Adminiitration 

The provisions of this Agreement shall be administered by the 
Commander-in-Chief, United States Army Europe, for the United 
States Army, the Commander-in-Chief. United States Air Forces 
Europe, for the United Stetes Air Force, end the Federal Republic 
of Germany Office of Defense Administration t Washington, DC, for 

the Federal Republic of cermany.
